All the muskets and pikes which attended 
this immense cavalcade, were garnished, 
as if io triumph, with oak bough?, and wo* 
men carried long poplar branches in their 
hands, which gave the column, so grotes¬ 
quely composed in every respect, the ap¬ 
pearance of a moving grove. Scarce a cir¬ 
cumstance was omitted which could tender 
his en’rance into the capital more insulting 
<o ihe King's feeling?; more degrading to 
the royal dignity. Alter six hours of dis¬ 
honour and agony, the unfortunate Louis

The cQlture of 
silk is attended wilh many advantages pe¬ 
culiar to it, which if known, might induce 
numbers to engAge in it. it requires no 
capital; the poorest ntan who could procure 
silk worms and access to a few mulberry 
trees, may make ailk. All the necessary 
labor may be performed by children or 
superannuated persons. A Crop of si'k is 
the work bill of 40 dar«, the first twenif of 
which occasion but little trouble. As a 
number of Mulberry trees grow spontane¬ 
ously, in many parts of the Sifite, it is evi¬ 
dent (hey may be multiplied at pleasure by 
culturp.

York Arcade is fiiiifclied, and a considera¬ 
ble portion of it occupied by dealera in 
fancy merchandize. The Philadelphia Ar¬ 
cade, upon a much larger scale, rnpiirrsof 
enurse more lime for its completion; it al¬ 
ready presents a gratifying view to tbo 
fiieods of improvement; nrd when comple¬ 
ted wll be one of the greatest nrn»menls 
ol the city. We bave made acme enqui¬ 
ries relative toils capactlie* and probabls 
income, and lay ihe results before our 
readers:— 

The lot on which (lie above building is 
erecting is 109 feet on Chesnul street and 
150 feet deeplo Carpenter slreet. Thfo 
Building fs 100 feel by 1 JO leaving an alley 
of 4 \ feel on each side which is handsome¬ 
ly paved with flag singes. The pnvcmenls 
on Ihe slreet wdl be lard wifh the *sme ma¬ 
terial. It was projected by John Haviland, 
Architect, and Peter A. Browne,counsellor 
al Law; Ibe latter person purchased the 
lot of Judge Tilghman, for $42 500.
